The necessity of attending to car 
distribu tion was calcu lated to draw 
the attention of the dispatcher from 
the v ery mu ch mere important task 
of keeping trains mov ing rapidly and 
safely. 
Especially hard was it for the 
second trick man, when, at fou r or 
fiv e o’clock in the afternoon, the car 
r e p o r t s w e r e piled in 
The problem was solv ed by giv ing 
the first trick man more au thority 
and more pay and entru sting him with 
the distribu tion of cars and examina­ 
tion of div ision operators after he had 
spent sev eral hou rs at the telegraph 
key. 
Later he was reliev ed altogeth 
er of the regu lar work of the trick
